ALTIMORE (Md.) July 14.— 
That the neutrality of the

P. H. Stephens of the 
Hospital Corps had an attack of 
ptomaine poisoning. 

Only one death has occurred so 
far to mar the stay of the numer- 
ous regiments quartered here. Pri- 
vate William S. Zeigler of the Sec- 
ond Idaho Regiment, machine gun 
company, died this morning from 
the typhoid vaccine treatment and 
pneumonia. An autopsy will be 
held in the morning to ascertain the 


exact cause of his death, but med- 
ical officers believe it to be from 
a relapse caused by the adminis- 
tration of the vaccine. His body will 
be shipped to his home in Clarkson, 
Idaho, for burial. 

During the early hours of the 
morning a long freight train pulled 
into Nogales with thirty-three large 


army trucks aboard. The quarter 
master department was kept busy |

SCHOOL PERIL. 


Author of Rule 93A -Tells 
Chicago of Peril. 


Teaching is Profession, not a 
Trade, Says Loeb. 


Educational Progress Hehed 
by Such Affiliation. 


BY JACOB M. LOEB, 
President of the Chicago Board of 
Education, 

[BY DIRECT 

CHICAGO, July 14.—I am the au- 
thor of rule $3-A, which prohibits 
membership of school teachers in 
labor unions or organizations affili- 
ated with labor unions. The enforce- 
ment of that rule has been en- 
joined by the lower courts and the 
question of its valility is now to be 
determined by the Supreme Court of 
Iilinois. Since this injunction has 
been in force I have refrained abso- 
lutely from doing anything which 
mischt tend directly or indirectly to 
enforce the rule—nor will I do any- 
thing of the kind so long as the 
injunction is in force. 

My firm personal conviction at the 
time I proposed rule $3-A was and 
now igs that membership in or affilia- 
tion with labor unions by teachers 
in the public schools is wrong. I 
know that suc“ affiliation works a 
great injury to the school system. 
Any one who has studied the effects 
of Fitzpatrickiam, Nockelism, Olan- 
derism—which at this time is pass- 
ing for labor-unionism—tealizes that 
Tuin stands at the end of the road 
into which they are seeking to lead 
the school teachers. 

I have stated before and I repeat 
that teaching is a profession, not a 
trade; that there is no collective bar- 
gaining possible, nor any question 
of wage competition which can arise 
in the relation of the teachers to 
the Board of Education: that there 


tis no place for labor-unionism in 


the public schools. This is my per- 
sonal opinion. The enforcement of 
that opinion has been stayed by the 


| courts. The expression of it is again 


made in an attempt to arouse the 
thinking public to the dangers 
threatening their school system. 

In this connection there is an 
analogy easily understood. To Ulus- 
trate: Suppose that the police and 
fire departments and other munici- 
pal bodies of employees were union- 
ized and a strike was called. What 
then? There ig but one answer— 
riot, rebellion and the destruction of 
the public service. 

There is another very baneful in- 
fluence within which the school sys- 
tem concerning which the public has 
been so misled that it Is now its cham- 
pion and protector. That influence 
pernicious to the last degree as now 
controlled—is the Chicago Teachers’ 
Federation. Entirely eliminating its 
affiliation with labor untons, entirely 
eliminating the fact that it has paid 
offic who are not members of the 
teaching force, the personnel of its 
leaders and those in control, coupled 
with its policy of defving and stand- 
ing in constant and insolent oppost- 
tion to whatever the present and 
former boards of education have 
done, is such that it. as an individual 


organization, should go or its pur- 
pose and policies be entirely 
changed. 


This organization—its meetings 
are secret—is the same to teachers 
that the secret societies (known as 
fraternities and sororities) were 
among pupils. As the latter were 
selfish, demanding and receiving loy- 
alty to their organizations as against 
the board's proper rules and regula- 
tions, creating case and class preju- 
dices and appealing to outside social, 
fraternal and political influences to 
ald them in defying the board—so, 
too, is this organization. 

As the fraternities had to be abol- 
ished for the good of the system and 
the benefit of all the pupils therein 
as against the highly-organized but 
pitiably small minority of the pupils, 


— 


., too, must thjs organization be 
abolished for the good of the sys- 
tem and the benefit of all of the 
teachers, as against its highly-organ- 
ized but pitiably small minority of 
the teachers. 

The Chicago Teachers’ Federa- 
tion claims to have a membership 
of 3500 out of the 8000 teachers 
in the Chicage public school sys- 
tem. The facts are that 3100 of 
these 3600 are teachers who have 
been coerced into the federation 
as the price of peace, so that they 
might live in the system and per- 
form their duties. These 3100 
teachers have no voice in the af- 
fairs of the organiza They pay 
their $3 each per year and in ex- 
change for not being molested are 
used as ballast by the leaders to 
keep the federation ship appearing 
upright and prog e to the gen- 
eral public. ; 

I said that the federation was 
highly organized. Itis. Four hun- 
dred members do all 
This is just one-twentieth of the 
teachers in the schools. Those 400, 
however, vote as one person dictates. 
That person is not a school] teach- 
er. Her only occupation.is to be 
the absolute dictator of the teach- 
ers’ federation. Without that po- 
sition she would be without a liveli- 
hood. That position, as she has 
created and maintained fit, can ex- 
ist only so long as a state of war 
and discord can be maintained be- 
tween the organization and whe 
board; so long as teachers, h 
any of their wants or uests, can 
be induced to come to the federa- 


tion for advice and action on the 


assumption that the board is infmi- 
cal to anything the teachers desire. 
That purpose of 1 position must 
be cRanged. Miss Margaret Haley 
has stated openly many times that 
the proper thing to do is to “roast” 
your board of education and to bring 
them to time. She has consistently 
and insistently created a class pre- 
udice. A resourceful, calculating, 
selfish personality has enabled her to 
dominate an equally selfish, but less 
intelligent coterie, to her personal 
advantage and financial gain. Cun- 
ning disregard of facts has aroused 
sympathy for her in high places and 
provided opportunity for the sow- 
ing of of discord to the detri- 
ment of the school children. Until 
her pernicious influence is removed 
there will continue to be controversy, 
ill feeling and disintegration of the 
teaching force. 

Coming now to the failure of sixty- 
eight teachers out of a total of 
8000 to receive new contracts for 
an additional year’s service, I asked 
that a separate vote be taken as to 
these individuls because, after close 
study into the existing conditions, 
as they effect the school system, I 
came to the conclusion that I could 
not vote for them and do my duty 
as a school trustee. It was ha 
Never as in this instance have I been 
80 pulled and hauled between yield- 
ing to sympathy for the individual 
and standing adament for the pub- 
lic welfare, not as to all, but as 
to many of these involved. Teachers 
who were inefficient did not con- 
cern me. They never shoul4A have 
been in the system. 

The teachers whom I thought in- 
subordinaté I voted against de- 
cause they, either wilfully or through 
a coercive force they could not con- 
trol, had placed themselves in a po- 
sition too injurious to the system to 
kermit their retenticn therein. In 
battle many an individual soldier 
who is not responsible for the war 
is wounded or killed. Such, how- 
ever, are in the conflict and the 
pite the loss of ths individual con- 
tenders. 

The teachers who have become 
superannuated I cannot speak of— 
all had been long in the service 
faithful therein—and if there were 
any kind of decent regard for such 
by the people of this State there 
would be a pension system with ade- 
quate provision for their support. 
The lack of that, however, I felt 
did not warrant their longer reten- 
tion in the system. My hope is 
that the board’s action as to them 
will awaken the public to the crying 
need for additional pension legisla- 
tion. 

In conclusion, I urge on all think- 
ing citizens that there must be peace 
in the school system. To have it 
effective in the performance of its 
functions the conditions which are 
disturbing that peace must be elim- 
inated. Honest men and women can, 
if they will, learn what those condi- 
tions are. Let us all work to one 


end—the best interests of the publie 
schools of the city of Chicago.

Should it cease it 
would be apparent to the world that 
the allies are makimg real progress, 
for weakness only will stop German

German diplomats, on their part, 
express the utmost confidence that 
their armies will remain in their 
present positions. Some trenches may 
probably be lost, involving the aban- 
donment of a few miles of territory, 
but it is predicted that the end of 
the allied offensive will come with 
the Germans still in occupation of 
Northern France and Belgium. With 
their usual cleverness, the Germans 
have been utilizing publicity to cre- 

ate a neutral public opinion in the 
interest of peace. They are, dwelling 
upon the fact that all the resources 
of the “allies have been thrown si- 
multaneously into the scales against 
them, and they are pointing out that 
if the balance should not be af- 
fected (and they are confident it will 
not) the triumph of German arms 
must be recognized. 


It is difficult for the administra- 
tion to see what the allies have to 
gain by continuing the war should 
the present offensive prove ineffec- 
tive. They are attacking Germany 
and her allies on all fronts, in France 
and Belgium, on the Austrian bor- 
der, in Russia, Galicia and Buko- 
wina, in Serbia and Bulgaria and in 
Turkey. It is as if a master hand 
was directing a general advance on 
the part of all the armies so wide- 
ly distributed. Should the results 
bear a poor relation to the cost, it 
is pointed out that another long po- 
riod of preparation would have ta 
be gone through, which would meat 
that operations would remain at a 
standstill until next spring. 
| The administration deems the 
chance of peace sufficiently strong to 
justify it in considering suggestions 
which may be the basis of terms of 
peace. What the Germans really 
want fs not known outside of Berlin. 
That they will surrender Northern 
France may be expected. That they 
will demand concessions which un 
enable them to have a route to the 
sea through Belgium is predicted.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July 14.—An attempt 
of agitators to induce United Rail- 
road platform men to leave their 
cars and go on strike caused excit- 
ing scenes and a delay of traffic for 
half an hour at Kearney and Mar- 


ket streets at 6 o'clock tonight. 

The police responded promptly 
and the places of the few motormen 
who quit were quickly taken by 
auxiliary men who were rushed to 
the scene from the United Railroad's 
car barns. 

Before order had been restored the 
police made several arrests of men 
who refused to move on when or- 
dred or who sought to put cars out 
ef commission where they would 
block the traffic and give agitators 
the opportunity — sought to pull 
the United Railroad platform men 
from their positions. 

In three instances, Geary street 
cars of the municipal line were 
stopped on the crossing of the 
United Reilroad’s track at Kear- 
ney and Market streets. One mu- 
nicipal motorman was reported to 
have taken his controller bar and 
quit, leaving his car where it blocked 
a long line of United Railroad's 
cars. Supt. Cashin, of the munici- 
pal line, asserted the cars were 
stalled by agitators who jumped on 
the rear platform and pulled the 
emergency brake. One municipal 
car was taken out of the trouble 
zone by a policeman and several at- 
tempts to stall municipal cars were 
stopped by the police.

PARIS, July 14.—‘The central 
empires can be under no illusion as 
to the possibility of reducing the al- 
lies to a confession of defeat,“ said

which for Prussian militarism would 
be only a stratagem for hiding 
preparations for fresh aggression. 

They know well that the seas are 
closed to them, and they have lost 
their colonies, and they know equal-

GIVES DECORATIONS. | 


President Poincare bestowed dec- 


orations on the families of soldiers 
who have fallen at the font. He said 


the holiday this year was the oc- 


casion of an expression of the na- 
tion's gratitude to its sons who have 
died to save it. 

The national holiday today was 
celebrated throughout the country. 
With the struggle along the Somme 
and at Verdun at its height, the cele- 
bration took on an aspect of sol- 
emn grandeur.

INITIATE ORDINANCE 
ALLOWING CAFE DANCING. 


RCULATION of an initiative 

ordinance to permit dancing in 

hotels, cafes and restaurants 
was begun yesterday by Attorney 
Kent K. Parrot. 

The committee behind the in- 
itiative ordinance who are urging its 
enactment as a measure that will 
contribute to the moral benefit of 
the community includes W. W. 
Mines, Louis M. Cole, Rev. Baker 
P. Lee, Marco Hellman and F. W. 
Young. This ordinance proposes to 
require proprietors of restaurants 
and hotels who wish to provide 
dancing for their patrons to procure 
Permits from the Police Commis- 
sion. Before a permit is issued the 
commission must “first satisfy itself 
that the conduct of such hotel, 
restaurant or cafe will comport with 
public welfare and decency” and the 
board is allowed to consider any 
facts or evidence regarding the past 
or present conduct of the place and 
also the character and moral fit- 
ness of the management. License 
permits for dancing may be revoked 


after hearing, at the discretion of 
the Police Commission. 
The proposed ordinance further 
provides that no persons under 18 
years of age may dance in such 
Places and there shall be no danc- 
ing after 1 a.m. or on Sundays. 

Although the petitions for the 
new ordinance did not appear on 
the streets until late yesterday af- 
ternoon, several hundred signatures 
were appended to them and the cir- 
culars expressed the opinion that 
the necessary 15,000 names to 
a special election will be procu 
within two weeks. 

Several members of the City 
Council favor amending the dance 
hall license ordinance so as to per- 
mit dancing in hotels and cafes un- 
til the next general election when 
the ordinance may .be submitted. 
This course, it is pointed out, would 
save the $30,000 expense for a spe- 
cial election. Both Mayor Sebas- 
tian and Police Commissioner Owen 
now say they favor the ordinance 
proposed by initiative and Com- 
missioner Owen said last night that 
he hopes the expense of a special 
election on the question may de 
avoided.

_ VEILS THE MOON. 


Partial Eclipse Last Night Plainly 
Visible Locally and Accompa- 
nied by Very High Tides. 

Passes Early into 
Shadow. 


While millions of persons in the 
United States, Mexico and Central 
America watched last night, the 
shadow ‘of the earth crept slowly 
across the face of the moon, con- 
cealing at one time practically four- 
fifths of its surface. The phenomenon 
which was the last lunar eclipse of 
the year, was obscured at intervals 
locally by clouds. : 

Commencing at about 7:20 o'clock 
the shadow slowly enfolded the 
moon and at 8/47 o'clock reached 
its maximum. From that time until 
shortly after 10 o’clock the shadow 
grew gradually smaller. At 10:07 
o'clock’ it had completely disap- 

The eclipse was accompanied by 
extraordinary high tides, due to the 
perigee of the moon. At the height 
of eclipse, the moon was as near the 
earth as it eter comes, according to 
astronomical computation, 221.614 
miles away—31, 358 miles nearer 


than when at the maximum distance 
from the earth

System of Procedure. 


Pleading Under Court Rules 
Instead of Code. 


Urge Reform Before the 


No longer will the technical-mind- 
ed lawyer be able to hide behind the 
time-honored provisions of the Code 
of Civil Procedure of the State of 
California, to procure delays and 
otherwise hinder judicial decis‘ons. 
if the Legislature of California, at 
its next session, heeds the advice of 
the California Bar Association. 
Judges and leading attorneys at 
the bar have long decried the un- 
wieldly method of dispatching jus- 
tice, which has been provided by the 
Code of Civil Procedure, as adopted 
by the State Legislature on March 
11, 1872, and amended every alter- 
native two years since. The courts 
in each county have sought to rem- 
edy the deficiencies which the law- 
yers say exist in the present meth- 
ods of procedure, and as a result 
each county is now equipped with 
its special set of rules dictated by 
the whims and wisdom of its judges. 
For several years the California 
Bar Association has been agitating 
a reform in procedure. This agi- 
tation crystallized in the 4ppointment 
at the annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation in 1915 of a committee com- 
posed of R. 8. Gray (chairman,) 
Judge Lewis R. Works, William J. 
Hunsaker, Joseph P. Loeb, Garret 
W. McEnerney, Percy V. Long and 
Walter Perry Johnson, to formulate 
a method of modernizing legal pro- 
cedure. This committee has just 
completed its report, which will be 
presented to the seventh annual con- 
vention of the California Bar Aa- 
sociation, to be held in Monterey on 
August 17, 18 and 19. . 


CHANGE DEMANDED. 


The committee has unenimously 
agreed that a radical change in pro- 
cedure is demanded and favors the 
substitution of rules of court in- 
stead of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
“Your Honor, I rely upon section 
so-and-so of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure,” may soon become an obso- 
lete expression in this State. 

The committee recommends that 
there be created a board of statutory 
consolidation by the next Legislature. 
It advises that the board consist of 
five members, who shall be attor- 
neys-at-law, and shall direct and 
control the revision, simplification, 
arrangement and consolidation of 
statutes of the State relating to civil 
and probate procedure. 

The committee also recommends 
that the board shall prepare short 
forms of pleadings and other legal 
papers and do away with the 
voluminous petitions, complaints, 
demurrers and answers which the 
records at the Courthouse indicate 
are indulged in with frequency. 

It is the recommendation of the 
committee that the Supreme Court 
shall be given power to make and 
promulgate, from time to time, after 
the adoption of the rules devised by 
the board of statutory consolidation, 
general rules of practice and pro- 
cedure for all courts in the State. 

It is the intention of the commit- 
tee that when the Supreme Court 
shall decide that any rule of prac- 
tice shall have become obsolete 
or too rigid, it can change it at 
once. Under the present system, 
such rules of procedure can only be 
changed by acts of the Legislature, 
and such changes usually are done 
by patchwork and it takes many 
years to accomplish any improve- 
ment. In its report, the committee

FIX BOILER RULES. 


Industrial Accident Commissioners 
Adopt Major Part of the Code 
of American Mechanical 
Engineers’ Society. 

Warm Debate. |

After several hours of strenuous 
debating and consideration, the ma- 
jority of the rules of the boiler code 
of the American Society of Mechanic- 
al Engineers was adopted by the 
State Industrial Accident Commis- 
sion, which met in room 405 Union 
League Building Thursday. Com- 
missioner French presided. About 
forty new rules and amendments to 
the code were devised. Ninety days 
after the rules are adopted they 
automatically become laws. 

The code ig lengthy, covering 140 
printed pages. About 305 rules were 
adopted out of the 420 submitted for 
the consideration of the body. A 
number of them were remanded 
back to the committee for further 
consideration, as there was a wide 
diversity of opinion on them.

INS SUIT BASED 
ON RULE OF BANK. 


DEPOSITOR NOT INFORMED IS 
HELD EXEMPT. 


—— 


Monthly Deduction Because of 
Small Account may not be En- 
forced Until Notice Given and 
Received, Rules Court in Giving 
Judgment and Nominal Damages. 


Philip Hoyland won a judgment 
against the Citizens’ Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank in Judge McDaniel’s 
court yesterday, and $1 nominal 
damages, in a unique suit. The suit 
involved a rule of the bank under 
which the bank charges against an 
account 50 cents a month on depos- 
its of less than $50 a month. 

Mr. Hoyland was a depositor at 
the bank. He drew a check for $4 
October 10, 4914, payable to the 
Westlake Dye Works. At that time 
he believed he had a sufficient bal- 
ance to pay the check. The dye 
works indorsed the check over to 
E.“ W. Benson, and when the check 


was presented to the Citizens’ Trust 
and Savings Bank finally t was re- 
fused on the grounds of insufficient 
funds. 

Mr. Hoyland then discovered, he 
said, that the bank had deducted 
the sum covered by the rule so that 
his balance was less than the check 
called for. He brought suit asking 
$2500 damages, alleging malice. 

The bank's evidence was that it 
had made every effort to inform Mr. 
Hoyland of the rule and believed he 
was 80 informed. It contended that 
he could have ascertained the exis- 
tence of this rule by a reasonable 
investigation. It also showed that he 
continued to maintain his account 
with the bank and made no protest. 
Mr. Hoyland declared that he re- 
ceived no notice of the rule. 

Judge McDaniels held that the 
evidence showed no wrongful intent 
on the part of anybody. Under the 
50 cents rule, if a depositor dia not 
like it, he could withdraw his money. 
If he continued as a depositor, it 
was an implied agreement or con- 
sent with the rule or regulation. 
Therefore, the evidence tends te 
show, under all the circumstances, 
absolutely neither malice expressed 
nor implied nor the prepetration of 
fraud, “except it would be conceded 
by any court under the facts shown 
here that a rule not having existed 
when a depositor became a depositor. 
the evidence having failed to show 
he received any notice of the rule. 
he was not bound by it and it could 
not be applied to him.” 

The court allowed Mr. Hoyland the 
$4.26 he had on deposit, which was 
wiped out by the 50-cent rule, with 
inter from the date of the refusal 
to pay the check, and found that 
he was entitled to recover $1 nomi- 
nal damages for the alleged wrong.

H OLLYWOOD TO HAVE 
CITY WATER RATE. 


OPTION ON UNION SYSTEM TO 


Public Utilities Board Finds 
Means to Finance Project With- 
out Waiting the Result of Litiga- 
tion Which Ties up District 
Bonds Ready to Market. 


Good news was brought to the peo- 
ple of the Hollywood district and all 
those who have water service under 
the Union Hollywood water system, 
when the Public Service Commission 
yesterday reiterated its intention of 
giving that district the same rate for 
water service as-now obtains in the 
remainder of the city. The commis- 
sion believes that it may be possibie 
to apply this rate the first of August, 


but.in any event the rate will apply 
by September. 

This has been brought about 
through an arrangement whereby 
the board will at once exercise its 
option with the Union Hollywood 
Water Company and complete the 
purchase of the system, receiving 
full title therefor. Through financial 
negotiations that have been carried 
on for the last two weeks the board 
has secured money with which to 
take up the Hyler contract. Details 
of the new loan have not been made 
public. 

The amount yet to be paid on the 
purchase price is approximately 
$280,000. The board yesterday au- 
thorized the issuance of a notifica- 
tion to C. J. Hyler that it is now 
ready to exercise its option and close 
the deal. 

This means that it will simply 
transfer its obligation from Mr. Hy- 
ler to other sources, and the 6 per 
cent. interest will have to be paid on 
this money advanced just the same 
as it was to Mr. Hyler pending the 
sale of the Hollywood district bonds 
and receipt of money therefor.

AIR POCKETS, 


It is not uncommon 
for an aeroplane apparently to lose 
its grip on the air and suddenly 
fall a hundred feet, leaving the 
aviator as helpless as the driver of 
a skidding automobile. Before 
modern methods of controlling the 
flight of aeroplanes were devised 
there were many falls from this 
cause, 

The Smithsonian Institution ex- 
periments discarded the vacuum 
theory as impossible for the simple 
reason that under all conditions air 
im the same plane retains the same 
density. And it was shown that a 
gas pocket could not exist because 
it would tend to mix with the afr. 
The impression that there were holes 


because of a sudden encounter with 
a cataract which bore the machine 
downward. There are currents in 
the air caused by the wind and dif- 
ferences in temperature, and some of 
these qurrents flow upward and 
downward, like fountains or ¢ata- 
racts. In summer a cool wind, which 
encounters a spot on the earth which 
is warmer than the surrounding 
country—as, for instance, a desert 
turns upward. An aviator may rise 
in such a fountain, fly for some dis- 
tance in it, and then come to the 
edge. His machine immediately 
begins to drop, and if he gains con- 
trol in time to save himself he tells, 
when he reaches the earth, that he 
ran into an air pocket. The edges 
of these fountains are sometimes 
sharply defined, so that an aviator 
may find one wing of his machine 
perilously tipped. He then believes 
that the downward wing has en- 
countered a vacuum pocket. The 
eataracts come from the currents 
which follow the contour of the 
land. 

In referring to the experience Df 
aviators about New York, the New 
fork Sun states. that in crossing the 
Hudson River above the city over 
the palisades aviators expect a drop 
of from 100 to 200 feet, and they 
are seldom disappointed. And those 
who attempt to fly low over the 
skyscraper section of the city often 
run into arial cataracts, fountains, 
gusts and eddies caused by the ir- 
recularities in the hights of the 
buildings and the difference in tem- 
perature, which is much higher over 
the city than over the bay. But the 
danger from air pockets is disap- 
pearing. As a rule, the er the 
speed of the machine the dan- 
ger there is from this source. And 
with modern machines in the hands 
of men whom experience has taught 
to watch for sudden drops the 
chance of a fall is considerably re- 
duced.

Method of Distribution. 


But assuming that those things which 
should be are produced and sent forward, 
as they should be transported—whither? 

No main depot has been announced at this 
time; but it will be a southern place pos- 
sessing great warehousing capacity and con- 
venient lines of transportation to the ad- 
vanced bases. 

At this main or distributing base will be 
gathered great quantities of supplies of all 
needed kinds, forming a constant and enor- 
mous reserve. It is not contemplated that 
all supplies reaching this city will be de 
trained. When fresh beef from Chicago is 
wanted as far south as a train van take 
it the beef will not be unloaded; it will be 
sent right through, although it may be con- 
signed to the Chief Quartermaster at this 
place. He will have the power to send it 
on, unless instructed to hold it. 

Beyond this chief depot will be many dis- 
tributing stations—in number corresponding 
with forces engaged, or-rather with military 
expeditions or lines extending southwardly. 
In each of these will be gathered the sup- 
plies necessary for the expedition in front 
of it. From these advanced bases supplies 
for the advanced columns will be sent, by 
rail when possible: otherwise by motor 
trucks, wagon trains or pack mules in the 
rough country. 

Up to the advanced stations the utmost 
precaution will be taken to account for all 
supplies, but it will be borne in mind that 
ahead are weary fighting men who need 
beef and flour and coffee, shoes and other 
supplies, as well as ammunition, and for- 
malities when they mean undue delay will 
be swept aside to let the things needed at 
the front pass by. 
The supply trains will be taken as near 
to the front as circumstances warrant, dis- 
tributed as needed and accounted for by the 
receiving officer’s simple receipt. The sup- 
ply officer at the advanced base will, it is 
planned, be notified by telephone, wireless 
message or otherwise, for how many men at 
the front he is to provide, and what sup- 
plies are most needed. As the line ad- 
vances the stations, too, if practicable to do 
so, Will be pushed ahead. 

It is the duty of the commanding officer 
to keep open the line of communications, 
and for this purpose a very able and alert 
officer with reliable troops must be detailed

When the supply train réaches the lines 
it will deliver all clothing and other Quar- 1 
termaster’s supplies and provisions for a 
day or two in advance. 

The troops in the line carry with them 
® condensed food ration sufficient to keep 
them for @ day withou t loss in vigor or 
weight, but which they are forbidden to 
touch without an order, as they must keep 
it against a failure of the trains to arrive. 
It weighs a pound, and consists of chocolate, 
sugar, wheat, meat, salt and pegper. _ 

Flour ia received in bulk and made by 
the cooks into hard bread, and baked in 
vast quantities in camp ovens. The field 
ration consists of meal, onions, potatoes, 
tomatoes, coffee and local fruits and vege- 
tables. When fresh meat cannot be obtained 
—and the difficulties of transporting it in a 
tropical climate are sometimes too great to 
overcome—canned meats, hash and vegeta- 
bles, pork and beans are substituted. Fresh 
vegetables and fruit are bought locally when 
they are ‘obtainable, and coffee, tea, sugar 
and potatoes are always provided. 

The great efforts made to provide ample 
and varied subsistence for the men have a 
double motive; it is the natural desire of 
a gentlemen to take good care of those,who 
must depend upon him.

Admiral Dewey knew this 
when at Manila he halted fire to give his 
crews their breakfast. 

Those who recall the appearance of volun- 
teers and regulars upon their return from 
Cuba know how there was hardly a kick 
left in their emaciated bodies. Climate, 
carelessness in drinking unfiltered water.

they had not been properly cared for. Good 
sense and good feeling alike are opposed to 
such a course in any threatened trouble.

TUS. weary old world of ours has 


had in its long history many puz- 
zling problems hard to solve, many

There was the question of the bal- 
ance of power in Europe, which could 
never get answered but is still in un- 
stable equilibrium, ready. as an Alpine 
avalanche to become disturbed from 
the center of gravity and carry destrue- 
tion to all in its path. There was the 
eastern question, which meant Turkey, 


a problem which has caused many great 


wars and is likely to.cause more still. 
This has recently changed into the Far 
Eastern question, a new-born interna-

We had here in 
America our own slavery question, 
known sixty years ago as the irre- 
pressible conflict. We settled that for 
good and all in the way of Americans, 
who are not accustomed to sit still and 
let a problem bother them forever, but 
who seek an answer to a question, cost 
what it may. .” 7 

Some of these puzzles are local, 
while others embrace, more or less, all 


the world. Of the former kind is the 


Irish question, which has puzzled Brit- 
ish statesmen time out of mind, and 
may puzzle them in the future as much 
as in the past. It has become acute 
once more in recent years, resulting in 
an outbredk in Dublin on Easter Day, 


which, coming as it did at a time when _ 


the country was at war in a struggle 
more serious than any in its history, 


shook the minds of British statesmen 


very gravely. They took Lloyd George 
away from his great task of speeding 
up the recalcitrant trades-union arti- 
sans loafing over their work of mak- 
ing munitions for use by the armies 
in the field, and out of the chaos of 
the Irish question this wonderful man 
has succeeded in bringing a semblance 
of order. 
What the Irish want is home rule; 
that is what some of the Irish want, 
while others of them wish things to re- 
main as they have been for more than 
a hundred_years, since the Irish Parfia- 


ment was dissolved for good and all, 


and all legislation for Ireland was to 
be done in the British Parliament, a 


and other members of the United 
Kingdom are governed. | 
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In this country the Ifieh wcetiog: te 
hot very wel “underst : Many 
Americans. regard the ‘Irish as a turbu- 
lent, recalcitrant, rebellious people. 
who conduct their affairs very much 
after the fashion of Donnybrook Fair, 
where men are said to have fought just 
for the sake of fighting. This is not a 
correct view of the case. What the 
Irish want is a federated kingdom after 
the manner in which the United States 
is governed, and this is a thing that 
Americans ought to understand and 
favor. The difficulty for us to com- 
prehend the matter clearly comes from 
the fact that Scotland and Wales and 
part of Ireland are satisfied with the 
existing union, and this obscures the 
question why the rest of Ireland should 
be so disturbed at a method of govern- 
ment which suits so admirably the rest 
of the people of the United Kingdom. 


Let us look at it a moment from the 
Nationalist standpoint. The legisla- 
tive functions of the United Kingdom 
are carried on by a dual house, that of 
the Lords being hereditary and that 
of the Commons being elective. The 
House of Lords is more of a brake on 
legislation than an initiative body. It 
is in the elective house where all legis- 
lation begins. Of this popular branch 
of the legislative function of Great 
Britain, Ireland has 103 members, 
Scotland 72, Wales 30. England has 
465 members in this body in which all 
legislation starts for the whole United 
Kingdom. Including. the House of 
Lords, England has 1000 representa- 
tives, Scotland and Ireland 300 be- 
tween them, In the House of Com- 
mons there is a standing English ma- 
jority of 260 over the combined Scot- 
tish, Irish and Welsh representation. 
This looks like a heavy majority, but 
does not by any means tell the whole 
tale against the Nationalists in Ireland. 
The Scotch and Welsh members, and 
also a large part of the Irish, those 
from about half of Ulster, vote for the 
most part with the English members, 
making a tremendous majority against 
the Irish, Nationalists. ‘ 

Of course the puzzle remains as to 
why the Nationalists should object to 
this arrangement, because we in Amer- 
ica do not understand the lines on 
which the voters divide in the House 
of Commons. Time out of mind it 
has been the overwhelming majority 
from the rest of the kingdom against 
the more or less united body from 
three-quarters of Ireland. This oppo- 
sition of the Irish Nationalists is not 
altogether founded ort. prejudice, but 
has a substantial reason under it. 
There are two lines along which the 
people divide—one, that of religion, 
which, of course, is a prejudice, but all 
the prejudice is not on the side of the 
Irish. The other is economical, and 
here ‘we touch the point on which the 
whole matter turns. And this ex- 
plains, too, why the Scotch, Welsh and 
most of the Ulster Irish vote with the 
English and overwhelm like an ava- 
lanche the Nationalists Irish vote. 
England is largely an industrial 
country. Here Scotland and England 
have common interests. So it is with 
Wales, and so with the part of Ulster 
in Ireland which goes with the Union- 
ists. The other three-quarters of Ire- 
land is almost entirely agricultural. It 
is not from choice but from necessity. 
Ireland is almost bare of coal and of 
metals, and here is handicapped. The 
English legislation has been against 
Irish industries for generations; yés, 
for centuries. The north of Ireland, 
where the Unionists exist in Ulster, 


lies close to the English coal fields, 


and therefore obtains motive power 
about as cheaply as in England. 
When these things are understood 
by Americans they begin to see clearly 
why the Irish, excepting in the half of 
Ulster which is industrial; are impa- 


fashion by which Scotland and Wales tient to have a Parliament of their 
own to legislate according to their

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Raising Ducks in a Dry 


taised everything raisabie on our little sub- 
urban ranch—ranging m the way from 
whiskers to gehenna.. 

We had contributed goats, bees and white 
mice to the merriment of the world, to say 
nothing of the products of orchard, garden 
and henhouses. But until this season we 
had forgotten ducks. 

Now we are making up for lost time. 

The password is “ducks.” 

Approach the wicket and say “ducks” in a 
haughty voice and the sentinel will instantly 
pass you on. 

I had thought that a herd of young turks 
was pretty good company, but a flotilla of 
green and passionate ducks will keep one as 
busy as a case of hives. 

Our swarm is what we call hand-reared. 
I did not actually hatch them myself. I am 
getting too fat and heavy to sit on a nest 
myself without breaking the eggs, so I 
turned the job over to a hen friend of mine 
whom & call Gertrude for short. Gertrude 
came Rhode Island and is an experi- 
enced, motherly sort of bird, but when she 
came forth with her swarm of ducks she 
registered all kinds of surprise and looked in 
embarrassed fashion at Brutus, our famous 
rooster. 

A hen has to sit a week longer on duck 
eggs than over her usual progeny, but she 
earns her money, as a duck a month old is 
three times as big as a baby chick of the 
same litter. 

Ducks can be raised without water, but 
they would rather not be. If there is any 
water they will find it. If I ere a well 
boring man I think I would carry a Mus- 
covy duck along for. bait. The duck fs the 
only wild animal I know of that can live for 
a week on sand and water. They like bran, 
cornmeal, alfalfa and green goods, but if you 
turn the hose on a pile of sand they are just 
as happy as if they were lunching at the 
Alexangelus grill. 

The tick of the water meter is the music 
of the spheres so far as they are concerned. 

After they have been cut of the shell ten 
minutes they seem to take an active interest 
in the water problem. They run ftom bran 
to water and from water to bran with a pile 
of grit or sand as a way station and this pro- 
cession is kept up all day. They want to 
take nourishment all the time, but as long as 
there is plenty of mud and water on the bill 
of fare nothing much else matters. They 
don’t care much for a mother unless \she is 
a good wet nurse. | 

The members of our squadron were all as 
big as their hen mother when they were a 
month old. Instead of following her lead 
they foraged on their own account and she 
could only follow in their wake and shake 
her head in sorrow over haying raised 80 
larte a family given to drink, 

The ducks are the wise boys, though. They 
know about all that is going on on the prem- 
ises and can hear running water for half a 
mile, I live in a dry town and the ducks 
know it, but when I come from the big city 
the ducks inspect me with suspicion. If I 
sosh the least bit they will follow me around 
with a sort of proprietary interest. They 
think Pam some sort of a Christmas present 
and they want to hang around and see it 
opened. The other day they trailed the 
street sprinkling cart for a block and a half. 
But I was not on it. 

Our young flock is led by one we call Ad- 
miral Drake, who hag a white head, a black 
collar and a roguish eye. The Admiral is the 
finest prospector for wet goods I ever saw. 
I'll bet he could find a blind pig in darkest 
Kansas. Whenever we do a bit of irrigating 
the duck family is as busy as a mess of ants 
in a sugar bowl. We will make a basin 
around a tree and the ducks will line up in 
a row as if inspecting the work. When the 
water is turned in they take active charge 
of operations and disport themselves like a 
smear of seals in the shadow of an ice-floe. 
Ducks don’t care to take a bath oftener than 
about once a second. They are one of the 
few wild beasts that can come up dry from 
the bottom of a pond. When you watch a 
herd of ducks gingering themselves up 
around a basin of water you can guess how 
the phrase “chasing the duck” had its 
origin. Admiral Drake has become so wise 
that he now comes and taps with his bill on 
the door and when I appear he wants to 
lead me to where the hose is. He gets as 
excited as a kid when a fire alarm is 
sounded. 

Sometimes a duck is as good as a ben in

not the dulcet variety of the mocking bird or 
the cheery note of the quail, but neither has 
it the malignant frenzy of the impassioned 
mule. It is hard to say exactivw what ft is 


like. Probably it more resembles a duck 
than anything else in the world. But in any 
event people do not raise ducks for their 
voice. They have other sterling qualities 
that commend them beyond their song, 

There are eight or ten accepted varieties 
of the domestic duck including the Indian ~ 
Runner—which is so called because it runs 
like an Indian when the dinner gong 
sounds. Some of these are said to be nolse- 
less and waterless ducks, but don’t believe 
all you hear. | 

Ducks are claimed to be good money 
makers in a small way, because they are 
hardy and ripen early. If you can start of 
a young flock in February you can have a 
four-pound bird ready in ten weeks—and 
birds are scarce and valuable at that time. 
At the same time the ducks don't mind the 
rains and intlemencies of the late winter 
season which create such havoc with baby 
chicks or young turks. I had thought that 
a storm-proof duck that could thrive on a 
diet of water and sand and take on weight 
at the rate of two pounds a month was going 
to be a feathered gold mine, but there were 
angles to the duck industry oh which I had 
not reckoned. I learned that the diet of 
bran, grit and water left duck meat rather 
flavoriess and that if one wished to estab- 
lish a reputation and a permanent market 
for his ducks he must fatten them scien- 
tifically for a few weeks before preparing 
them for the table. | 

What was suggested as fodder ! 

One of our leading duckologists said! 
should give them hard boiled eggs, cottage 
cheese, head lettuce and all the chopped 
celery they could eat. 

“Great Scott, man!“ I exclaimed. That's 
a combination salad. I paid sixty cents a 
plate for that at the hotel and now you want 
me to furnish it to a ravenous family. of 
ducks. Do you know bow much a duck can 
eat?” 
He did. He also imparted to me the fact 


, that wild celery gave to the canvasback 


duck a great deal of its flavor and that a 
domestie duck fattened as he indicated was 
as much superior to the wild variety as milk 
veal was to prairie dog. 

I also found that to supply the proper 
green goods for my horde of quacks I would 
have to establish about a hundred dollars’ 
worth of white clover lawn. With a hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of lawn, ninety-six -dol- 
lars’ worth of water and a thousand dollars’ 
worth of combination salad we can raise 
twenty-seven ducks that will be worth two 
dollars apiece. 

But it's a slow way of getting rich. 

Sometimes I think it would be easier to 
go back to the old way and shake the dice.

“Butter fat (cream and butter) should al- 
so be eliminated from the diet, and in cer- 
tain cases it may be necessary for a time to 
exclude milk absolutely. Raw fruits and 
raw vegetables are to be avoided, especially 
strawberries, oranges, rhubarb and toma- 
toes, since medical experience teaches that 
attacks of migraine and allied disorders are 
not infrequently precipitated by the taking 
of these foods. In addition to the foregoing 
special articles of diet, it is wise, also, to 
avoid rich and highly-seasoned foods of all 
kinds, and tea, coffee and alcohol, if taken at 
all, should be used in moderation.” 
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Proper Diet for Sick Headache. 


It appears from the foregoing, therefore, 
that the sick headache victim must cut out 
most of the table luxuries, and confine him- 
self for a time to primitive foods. He need 
not go hungry, however, even if he follows 
Dr. Rachford’s regime very closely, as this 
permits such foeds as “Beef, mutton, fowl, 
cereals and bread, all cooked vegetables 
not already proscribed, cooked fruits, 
skimmed milk and thick soups.

or some preparation of magnesium should 
be used. When the constipation is severe, 
magnesium sulphate (Epsom salts) igs ad- 
visable. This may be given in one of the 
mineral waters or in any combination which 
the physician may advise. In children, milk 
of magnesia may be used with advantage. 

“It is of prime importance in all cases to 
give alkalies. The simplest and best prepa- 
ration of this kind is perhaps sodium bi- 
carbonate. This may be prescribed in cap- 
sules in five or ten-grain doses, three times 
a day, according to the age of the patient, 
taken with a large goblet of water. The 
soda should be taken preferably an hour be- 
fore meals or at bedtime. If the patient 
prefers, the alkalies may be given in the 
form of one of the alkaline watérs such as 
Vichy. It should be remembered that the 
alkali is an important part of the treatment, 
not only in the beginning but for months or 
even years. The patient should cultivate 
the habit of drinking water frequently 
throughout the twenty-four hours.”

show that most disease germs are no re 
specters of physical fitness. Indeed, if we 
may believe the evidence of competent ob- 
servers, the puny, sickly member of the 
family is somewhat less Hable to succumb 
to the attacks of such diseases as pneu- 
monia, grip and typhoid than the athletic 
members of the household. 

Every one of us can recall instances in 
Which the robust members of our com- 
munities have seccumbed to prevailing ep 
demics. And those who follow the sporting 
news will remember championship bouts 
postponed on account of the illness of one 
of the principals, changes in the line-up of 
football squads for the same reason, and 
changes in baseball teams because of sick- 
ness. If physical “condition” were really 
synonymous with disease resistance there 
would be very few such instances to record. 

The condition is paradoxical, perhaps in- 
explicable. It is well known, however, that 
the presence of one disease in the system 
often produces an immunity to other dis- 
eases. And it may be that the bodily condl- 
tion of the puny weakling is so closely akin 
to the diseased state that the condition of- 
fers a certain protection against germ at- 


tacks. 
Health Books, Old and New. 


The flood of books on health, hygiene and 
resultant happiness appears at first glance 
to be almost exclusively a twentieth cen- 
tury innovation. In point of fact, this type 
of book—the type that gives explicit in- 
structions for maintaining health—is as old 
as literature itself. And, curiously enough, 
the instructions given in the very latest 
health books, hot off the press from the pen 
of the most ardent health faddists, differ 
very little from the teachings of the older 
books. 


The Greeks and Romans wrote exhaus- 
tively on this subject. Then followed a 
period of several centuries during which the 
civilized races of the world were so fully 
engaged in writing religious books, and 
hacking each other to pieces to prove their 
truth, that interest in mere health took a 
protracted slump. But early in the six- 
teenth century health books came into their 
own again.

Indeed, if anger and scandal are 
evidenced in poor complexions and an un- 
lovely expression of face, the professor con- 
tradicts his own statements, for no one 
would accuse the male of the species of bav- 
ing a monopoly of pretty camplexions and 
pleasant mouths. 

Nowhere does one hear such scandalous 
gossip as at a man’s club. And scandal 
is not necessarily coincident with anger. 
More often, far more often, it is a 
pleasant concomitant of a harmonious, 
pleasant conversational party. Anger y not 
generally associated’ with discretion, 
‘as successful scandal, to avoid a libel suit, 
must be very discreet indeed.

If the poles are too scarce you can string wire from two upright. posts along a double 


row of Kentucky Wonder beans. 


Then string some wire lengthwise along. the

Autumn Irrigation. 


Apricots and prunes in many instances 
have been proven to gain great benefit from 
a liberal autumn irrigation after the har- 
vesting of the crop. Orchardists claim that 
the operation of this plan insures the storing 
up of good food supply by the trees, which 
gives them an early start in the spring with 
full vigor to set the fruit before the hottest 
weather. comes. 

Look after your deciduous fruit trees in 
August and September after the crops are 
gathered and give them a start for the next 
year, and notice the contrast of this plan 
as against leaving them to struesle and suf- 
fer in the heat of the autumn without anv 
assistance. 
Seedling Avocades Discounted. 


The planting of seedling avocado trees is 


demonstrated to be an important error. 
Hamilton Michelson, a grower of avocados at 
Miami, PFla., says that this season's crop 
will be one of the largest in the history of 
that State. Most of the trees are loaded 
heavily, while in some instances the yield is 
a little below normal. There are many new 
groves coming into bearing and the trees in 
the older groves have increased in produc- 
tion. There is some competition in the 
market with fruit from seedling trees, as 
heavy shipments are made in refrigerator 
boats from Central and South American 
countries, and because of the cheap rate by 
water they are laid down in New York at 
less cost than Florida fruit can be put in 
the eastern markets by rail. The later frait

Race Pigmentation. 
By certain authorities, notably Bergfeld, 


it is held that the pigmentation of the races 


is due to feeding, It is pointed out that in

May Export Live Fish. 

{Boston Transcript:] The feat of frees- 
ing live fish and reviving them several 
weeks or months later has been achieved 
by the Swiss scientist, M. Pistet. The sei- 
entist put twenty-eight live fish in a box 
that contained water rich in oxygen, in 
which several pieces of ice Noated. The 
temperature of the water was then reduced 
slowly until it froze. At the end of about 
two months the cake was gradually thawed, 
and the fish, it is said, were found alive. 

Ia such an experiment, the scientist re- 
ports, it is essential that the water be 
gradually frozen, and that it shall have con- 


tained pieces of ice for from fifteen to 
eighteen hours. the whole mass is 
‘The process of thawing must also 
be slow.

AWSON (Yukon Territory.)—L write of 
Dawson, the capital of Northwestern 
Canada, the metropolis of the Klon-

It is just 
about two decades since gold was discov- 
ered on Bonanza Creek, and now $180,000,- 
000 worth of that precious metal has been 
thawed out of the frozen earth within a few 
miles of where I am writing. The first dis- 


covery was in 1896, and the camp reached

Population Has Dwindied. 


The Dawson of the past had at times more 
than 30,000 citizens, and in the region about 
were more than 60,000 inhabitants. Today 
the city has less than 3000, and the outlying 
districts one-third as much more, With the 
gradual exhaustion of the gold the popula- 
tion is decreasing, and it is only a ques- 
tion of a few years when the precious metal 
will all be carried away, and the chief rea- 
son for a city here will have disappeared. 
One of the great hopes of the people lies 
in the discovery of rich quartz mines on the 
mother lode from which all this loose gold 


the charred remains of the buildings. Most 
of the stores are of one story, and log 
cabins all sizes are interspersed with 
frame houses as comfortable as those in the 
larger towns in the States. Scores of the 
homes have little gardens about them, and 
not a few have hothouses, in which _vege- 
tables and flowers are raised under glass. 


Fine Homes and Flowers. 


Dawson has some pretentious buildings. 
The administration offices of the Yukon 
Territory are in a frame structure of three 
or four stories, surrounded by a lawn as 
smooth and as well kept as that of the 
White House at Washington. The residence 
of the Governor is a great frame mansion 
painted bright yellow. It looks out upon 
the Yukon River, and its lawn has beds 
of beautiful.flowers. It has pansies twice 
the size of a dollar, sweet peas that grow to 
the height of your shoulder, California pop- 


has come. With this view the hills have 


the height of its prosperity about five years 
later. Its gold output that year was over 
$22,000,000, and it has annually produced 
millions from that time until now. The 
product last year wag about $6,000,000, and 
they will be getting out that much for some 
years to come. | 
The first mining was done by individuals. 
Stray miners, prospectors and fortune hunt- 
ers rushed in from all parts of the world. 
Each had his own pick and shovel, his gold 
pan and his firebrand. He dug down into 


the icy gravel and thawed it away as he 


looked for the rich poc..ets of gold. Within 
seven or eight years the cream of the camp 
was skimmed off and the small miners left.- 
Then came great companies, with millions 
of capital and the finest of mining machin- 
ery. They have been working the low-grade 
ground of the valleys, and have been wash- 
ing down the mountaing to save the sprink- 
ling of gold dust left in them. Great dredg- 
es, which cost hundreds of thousands of

been prospected in every direction, but 
far no such find has been made. 

The location of the city is just where it 
started when goid was discovered. The 
houses still cover the mouth of the valley 
of the Klondike River and the east bank 
of the Yukon, north of where that river 
runs in. They climb the sides of the hills, 
and run far up the Klondike to where the 
mountains of gravel upflung by the dredges 
begin. The town is laid out like a checker- 
board, with its streets crossing one another 
at right angles. The streets are wide; they 
have roadways of solid earth and sidewalka 
of boards. The roads are smooth, and the 
traffic includes automobiles and heavy 
draft wagons. There are more than fifty 
automobiles in use, and 250 miles of good 
country road has been made by the govern- 
ment in the valleys near by. 

Tue town looks shabby when you first 
enter it. It has been burned down several 
times. since the great rush. There are 
vacant lots here and there, covered

Prices Still High. 


The town has dropped down to plain busi- 
ness, The stores have large stocks of 
goods; they have most of the trade of the 
Yukon, and some from Eastern Alaska. 
Every one seems well to do. Wages are 
high, and the cheapest labor is paid as much 
as $5 or $6 a day. The cost of living is 
above that of the States.

The Dawson of today has none of the life 
of the Dawson’ of the past — It is now a. 
Gunday-school...town with a dozen odd 
churches, a city Mbrary, women’s clubs, sew- 
ing societies and afternoon teas. There are 
still some saloons, but all kinds of drinks, 
hard and soft, have fallen to 25 cents a 
glass, and the palatial bars, where beer cost 
$3 a bottle and champagne $20 a pint have 
long since disappeared. The songs of the 
dance halls have been driven out by the 
hymns of the Salvation Army, and in the 
hotel where I am staying is a Ohristian 
Science lecturer who is drawing large

that of any town in New England, and edu- 
cationally and socially the place is equal to 
any of its size in the States. There ig still 
a large proportion of miners, but most of 


so large building is the public high school,

In fact, the smallest coin used is a 
quarter, and this has been so ever since 
coin came into the country. For the first 
few years after gold was discovered every- 
thing was paid for in gold dust or nuggets, 
and the storekeepers had their gold scales, 
upon which they weighed out the cost of 
their sales. Every miner then carried a 
gold poke, and took out a pinch of dust to 
pay for a cigar or a drink.

Arkansas kingbirds used to nest near 
here, and were frequently seen on the wires 
about the house, but civilization has driven 
them away. 

Otten the quiet of the garden is disturbed 

by those noisy rollicking fellows, the Cali 
fornia jays, who come in search of castor 
ofl beans, almonds in their season, bread, 
suet or other food. Quite in contrast to 
these big blue birds are the dainty little 
green-backed goldfinches, or wild canaries, 
as they are often called. They are never 
far away, and their “Sweet, sweet, tee-hee- 
he” is often heard, as well as their bub- 
bling sanary-like song. A little search re- 
vealed the dainty cup-shaped nest in the 
crepe myrtle tree where the little mother 
was brooding. 

Many of the birds seen in the garden 
during the summer months do not remain, 
but their places are taken by the new win- 
ter species, snch as the white-crowned (or 
more properly, intermediate) sparrow, gol- 
den-crowned and chipping sparrows, with 
the brewer, a passing migrant, kinglets, the 
dwarf hermit thrush, robins, blue birds, 
purple finches} cedar waxwings, Say phoebes, 
etc. The robins are sometimes in large 


. flocks, but at other times only a single bird 


will be seen. They are fond of the pepper 
berries, and run about in their friendly way 
giving their “tut-tut” call note, but never 
the song. Waxwings in immense flocks 
gorge themselves on pepper : berries, and 
stay about sometimes as late as June be- 
fore they go north to build. Purple finches 
may be looked for at the time the fruit 
trees are blooming. They seem fond of 
these buds, but they have never done any 
harm to the trees and, mayhap, they are 
gleaning insects. They also go about on the 
ground and eat the peppers that have fallen, 
ee well as seeds. .

Uprush of Sap. 
{Baltimore American:] Even now the 
causes which underlie the great upward flow 
of sap in the spring are not completely un- 
derstood. That the movement is accom- 


panied by considerable force has been dem- 
onstrated in a remarkable manner. : 

In the spring season, when the sap is ris- 
ing with great vigor, the stem of a grapevine 
was cut right across. With as little loss of 
time as possible a piece of bladder wag tied 
over the surface of the wounded part. As 
fixed, the bladder was in a state of collapse, 
but it did not remain in this condition long. 
Within half an hour it was obvious that it 
contained a good deal of liquid. As time 
went on the amount of fluid matter in- 
creased, so much that the bladder was quite 
full. Two hours after fixing the bladder was 
so distended that it wag lifted right up. An 
hour later the pressure had increased to 
such a degree that the bladder burst, being 
unable to stand the strain any longer. 

In this connection it is interesting to recall 
the experiment of Dutrochet, also with a 
grapevine stem. In this case a bent tube, 
containing mercury, was affixed to the cut 
stem in such a manner that any fluid com- 
ing from the plant would have to lift the 
column of quicksilver. In one of his experi- 
ments it was shown that the sap raised the 
column of mercury to the height of thirty 
inches. Dutrochet calculated that, in such 
a case, the force exercised by the sap ewas 
five times greater than that of the blood in 
the crural artery of the horse. It requirés 
no student of anatomy to appreciate the 
force of this statement.

Prices of Fish and Meat Away Up. 


Leaving the grocer, I went to a loquacious 
butcher hard by and asked him the prices 
of meat.

A 
pink salmon that weighed ten or twelve 


pounds lay on the white marble counter. 


He was cutting it up futo steaks, which he 
sells at 25 cents a pound. He told me the 
salmon had been caught near the city, and 
that it had traveled 1700 miles up Lu- 
kon to get to the market. The flesh is not 
as tender as that of the salmon caught near- 
er the ocean. 

_ I picked out a fine porterhouse steak and 


asked the price. The butcher replied: 


“That out is 55 cents a pound, but I can 
give you a slice off the neck for 35 cents.

d am writing this in midsummer. We had 
a football match here last night.

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Chieken Pox or Sore Head. : 
EPORTS reach-this department from 
several points within the county that 
the disease known as “chicken-pox” 
and also as “sore head” is more or less 
prevalent this spring and summer. The 
disease is easily recognized by the yellowish 
wartlike sores which appear on the face 
and head of fowls and also inside of the 
mouth, and unless checked, they are liable 
to extend to other portions of the body; as 
a consequence the bird becomes emaciated 


and dies of exhaustion. Being highly con- 
tagious, its presence in a flock at once be- 


comes a menace, and may spread rapidly 
until every bird is affected. The books give 
different causes for its presence and also 
@escribe various remedies, preventive as 
well as specific. Circular No. 145, of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station at Berke 
ley, treats of this trouble in a practical 
way, and is a document that all breeders 
should have. From it we learn that pfeven- 
tive means consist of: (a) Isolation of af- 
fected specimens and the removal and burn- 
ing of all dead birds; thoroughly cleaning 


and disinfecting houses and yards; quar- 


antining for two weeks of new stock and 
birds returned from poultry shows; careful 
examination of individual fowl occasionally, 
especially if. the disease is prevalent in the 
neighborhood. (b) Immunity by vaccina- 
tion, which has proven favorable at the sta- 
tion. It advises all poultry owners to vac- 


cinate their fowls. against chicken-pox as 


soon as its presence in the flock is noticed. 
The disease is most prevalent in the late 
fall and winter. The careful poultryman 
will aways discover its presence before 
many birds are affected and, if the fowls 
are immediately vaccinated, the outbreak 
can be checked with very slight loss to the 
owner. For this reason poultrymen should 
not go to the expense of vaccination before 
the disease is actually present in his flock. 

The vaccine is prepared in such a manner 
that there is little or no danger of its use 
causing chicken-pox in healthy fowls. 
Neither does the vaccine seem to have any 
harmful effect on the general condition of 
the birds. The egg yield, however, will be 
somewhat decreased for a few days follow- 


) ing vaccination, but this decrease will be no 
greater than would be expected if the fowls 


* 
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were handled for any other reason. 3 
The vaccine is administered by injecting 
it beneath the skin with a hypodermic 
syringe. Two doses of one cubic cent 
meter each are given five to seven days 
apart. The most convenient place for ad- 
ministration is beneath the skin of the side 
under the right thigh, the skin at that point 
being comparatively free from feathers. The 
left wing is held back, the fowl laid on its 
left side, and the right wing and leg and 
feathers held back with the last three fingers 
of the left hand. The exposed skin is then 
cleansed with a piece of cotton saturated 
with disinfectant solution (2 per cent. com- 


pound solution of cresol) and picked up 


with the thumb and forefinger of the left 
hand. Then with the right hand the syringe 
neédie is inserted beneath the skin and the 
proper dose injected. A syringe of six cubic 
centimeter capacity is well suited for this 
work. The needle should be 16 or 18 gauge 
and trom two to two and one-half inches in 
length. With a little practice one man with 
an assistant to catch the birds can vaccinate 
from 100 to 156 per hour. Certain precau- 
tions must be obgerved, which are fully de- 
scribed in the circular already alluded to. 

Another treatment is to color the drink - 
ing water pink with permanganate of pot- 
ash. The birds that have the warts should 
be caught and the crust of each wart re- 
moved. The underneath tissué will bleed. 
Dip a clean feather in a bottle of pure creo- 
lin and touch the raw tissue of each wart 
with the liquid. The next morning the 
treated wart has a black scab over it, which 
dries up and falis off in two or three days. 
At that time the underneath flesh has 


healed and in a week one cannot detect 


where the wart had been. A white scurf 
appears on the comb and face. When the 
bird is recovering, this scurf should be 
rubbed off with a cloth moistened with vase- 
line. Remember, it is absolutely necessary 
to remove the crust of the wart and apply 
the remedy to the raw tissue underneath 
the crust; otherwise, the remedy cannot get 
at the root of the trouble and kill the fungus.

Immunity to Disease. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
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By Henry V. Kruckeberg. 


A PAIR OF BLACK ORPINGTONS., 


It is probably safe to say that the Orpingtons occupy a strong place in the poultry fancy 


and the utility ranks of the fraternity. 


In California the whites and buffs are more 


in evidence than the Jubilees and the blacks, though the latter has its champions, 


fine specimens being a feature at all of our leading shows. 


Orpingtons are classed 


among the general purpose breeds; that is the hens are good layers and the breed 
furnishes a fine carcass. In the blacks, the plumage should be a greenish-black 
with a bright sheen; beak, legs and feet, dark slate verging to black; eye black 
with a dark red iris; comb, wattles, face and earlobes, red; combs single and of 


medium size.

Removing Spurs on Male Birds. 


In the wild state all birds and animals 
are provided with means of self-defense as 
well as methods of maintaining an exis- 
tence. Thus fowl usually fight with wings 


and legs, the latter being provided with 
spurs (hard, horn-like projections,) more 
strongly developed in cocks than hens. With 
breeds addicted to fighting, which is more 
or less a characteristic of all poultry, it is 
at times found expedient that these be re- 
moved in quarrelsome specimens, particular- 
ly when abnormally developed, in which 
case the males often inflict injury to their 
mates in the breeding pen. In addition to 
the spur, damage is also done with the 
“nail” on the hind toe of males, but if the 
spur is removed the chances of severe in- 
jury are materially reduced. The removing 
of the spur influences the bird much the 
same as dehorning does the domestic cow— 
it lessens the fighting propensity and- re- 
moves the weapon by which it can cause the 
greatest injury. A common practice is to 
cut or prune off the spurs by cutting close 
to the shank, care being exercised to avoid 
bleeding. An English authority says that 
removal is easy by burning them down with 
a red-hot poker, or by applying hot roast 
potatoes to the spurs. In adopting the 


first plan, first of all take a piece, of wet work. 


rag, pass the spur through this, and bind 
it around the leg, with a view of preventing 
the hot iron scorching the leg. Get some 
one to hold the bird firmly, then apply the 
red-hot poker to the point of the spur, and 
burn it down as far as required. No pain 
or any loss of blood is attached to this op- 
eration. The other plan is to roast two large 
potatoes in the oven, and when thoroughly 
roasted, place one of these on each spur 
right up to the shank, having previously 
placed the wet rag as before. Having al- 
lowed the potatoes to remain on for four 
or five minutes, nick the spur round close 
to the shank, then place the point of your 
knife toward the point of the spur and pull 
gently toward you, when the sheath of the 
spur will come away, leaving only the 
stump. Having done this with both spurs, 
all then that is necessary is to apply a 
little vaseline. Should there be a sharp 
point left upon the stump, you can burn 
this down as described in the former opera- 
tion. As the foregoing may prove painful to 
the bird, except in careful hands, a surgeon 
kindly suggests the following alternative: 
Cut off the hard, insensitive tip of the spur, 
then use a file to smooth the.surface and, if 
necessary, pull over the stump afterward 
a piece of tight-fitting rubber tubing.

ods and practices, should attend the short 
course in poultry culture from October 2 
to November 10, by the University of Cali- 
fornia at the Davis Farm. This coprse is 
rather comprehensive, including not only 
the management of fowls, but also some 
thing of carpentry, so that the breeder will 
be in a position to build his own houses, 
coops, feed hoppers, crates, etc., how to 
grow such crops as alfalfa, rape, kale, beets, 
etc., for green feed; how to ftrrigate his 
crops; how to plow and otherwise manipu- 
late different soils for best results; how 
to operate, repair and care for such farm 
machinery as gasoline engines, bone cut- 
ters, fee@ mills, alfalfa cutters, field tools, 
etc., how to keep a clear, concise set of 
accounts, know the exact cost of operation 
in every phase of the work and maintain 
his business on a firm, financial basis. All 
short-course students in poultry husbandry 
are therefore expected to attend lectures 
and practice work in soils, irrigation, agri- 
cultural engineering, farm management, 
field and forage crops. There will also be 
considered feeds and feeding; artificial in- 
cubation and brooding; selecting, grading 
and packing of hen fruit; killing, dressing 
and packing fattened stock for market; in- 
sect pests and diseases and how to hold 
them below the danger line. This course is

To people from Southern California it is 
not always possible to incur the expense 
of a six-weeks’ sojourn at the University 
Farm: but those who are comparatively new” 
to the business and have “chicken on the 
brain” (and can afford it,) should certainly,

The Earth as a Moon. 


the sun, and has more atmosphere than the 
earth. When the earth and Venus are 
nearest together they are, of course, on 
the same side of the sun. The result is 
that the earth does not see more than a very 
small part of Venus illuminated. But Venus 
on the other hand, sees all of one side 
of the Sarth illuminated, and is, therefore, 
able to claim she has something that takes 
the place of a moon—for the earth to Venus 
at this time looks very large and bright, 
almost as much so as our moon does to us. 

If we could see all the illuminated sur- 
face of Venus on these occasions, we should 
have quite a distinct second moon. When 
we do see all of Her illuminated surface 
she is on the opposite side of the sun from 
us, and consequegtly at an enormous dis- 
tance. Yet she is so brilliant as to pre- 
vent us from seeing her surf distinatly. 

But to our own moon we ‘appear in the 
best Hight as a moon. A full earth as seen 
from the moon, according to the highest 
authorities, is a very inspiring sight. It can 
at once be seen why this is necessarily true. 
The earth is several times larger than the 
moon and would appear in the heavens as a 
disk fourteen times the size of the moon.
